Mr-Buller 
was  unfortunately  pronounced  unfit  for  duty  in  November  and  has 
remained  so  until  the  present  day  a  Temporary  aid  was  arranged 
with  the  Pad stow  Urban  district  Council's  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
deal  with  any  matters  particularly  requiring  his  attention.  In 
view  of  the  Very  small  amount  of  shipping  using  the  Port  this 
arrangement  was  considered  adequate.  Contact  was  made  throughout 
the  ye  ar  wi t h  H - M c  Cu s t orn 7  s  Officer.
